Many Canadian scientists 
joined their American col- 
leagues in contending that 
there was small chance of se- 
rious aftereffects from the Am- 
chitka test. 

Jack Davis, the Federal Min- 
ister of the Environment, has 
protested the test as have 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
Mitchell Sharp, Secretary of 
State for External Affairs.
